The traffieways plan, the 
letter said, calls for use of the 
Willow freeway, not Willow 
road. Palo Alto, Comstock 
said, wasn’t trying to get a 
traffie solution at the expen,? 
of Menlo Park. 


IRKED 
But the idea of using a 
Menlo Park thoroughfare in 


Palo Alto planning still obvi- 
ously irked local councilmen. 

Payne said that he is a “re- 
gionalist” in his thinking and 
opposes Balkanization (inces- 
sant boundary disputes and 
quarrels) in peninsula cities, 
but added that the best way 
to avoid this is by “not shoving 
your problems down the} 
throats of others.” 

The Palo Alto Council re- 
cently bowed to demands of 
Oregon Ave. residents and 
agreed to study traffic plans 
that would reduce the traffic 
load on the thoroughfare. 
The “peripheral system” is a 
part of the study.

“This is not going to influ- 
é€nce me on voting on a new 
superintendent,” Flocks insist- 
ed. He termed such voting and 
the insults he’s received from 
various people as “reprehens- 
sible behavior”. 

Tuesday's balloting showed 
a poorer turn-out than last 
April’s bond election, in which 
|53 per cent or 957 of the dist- 
rict’s 1808 registered voters ap- 
peared at the polls. This time 
there were only 42.4 per cent, 
| which in some quarters was 
considered an indication that 
more people have become dis- 
enchanted by events in the dist- 
rict. 

Dr. Flocks suggested that 
“maybe we’ll never get the nec- 
essary two-thirds majority and 
will have to raise the tax rate.” 

Again decrying the outcome, 
he explained that he thought 
the bond election would get the 
valley’s “warring factions” to- 
gether. 

“T don’t think the vote in- 
dicates a lack of confidence in 
the board,” he stressed, “but 
the persistent, controversial ‘at- 
titude of a small, bitter clique.” 

The board has stumped for 
the bond passage on grounds 
that the money is needed for 
four additional classrooms: at 
the Ormondale S¢hool and to 
keep the district to a maximum 
average class size of 28, :

|it can go right back and have 
another election in 60° days.

The fact is, Willow Road is and has for many years 
been a “peripheral artery” in Palo Alto’s traffic plans. But 
for some reason, Menlo Park’s city council — in the interest 
of good intercommunity relations and with a misguided 
hope that somebody in Palo Alto city government would 
think that city might want to solve its own traffic problems 
— has been blind to this. 

Willow Road was a factor in Palo Alto’s traffic plan- 
ning in the early 1950's, when representatives of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in that city plugged for—and got—a 
full interchange at Willow Road and Bayshore Freeway. 

Since then, as. should. have been evident to even the 
most hopeful, the pattern hasn’t changed. 

Allowing construction of a 14-story apartment build- 
ing on the one Palo Alto site most ideally suited for a traffic 
interchange which could serve both communities was a 
monument to the crassness with which our neighbors south 
of the San Francisquito will pursue their greedy plans. 

Their coordinated presentations at the recent freeway 
hearings were another. 

The attitude appears to be that Menlo Park residents 
are a bunch of simple-minded happy folk who don’t mind 
having their town used as a service area for the accom- 
plishments of grander developments elsewhere, and the 
Menlo Park city council has done little to disabuse their 
Palo Alto counterparts of this notion. 

Now, if the Menlo Park city council would show a 
little interest in the matter, they might well be able to 
come with a traffic pattern in which the streets of Palo 
Alto might be found ideally suited to meet the needs of 
this community, too.

Incorporation vs. 
No Incorporation 


The residents of Brisbane in north county recently 
voted to incorporate their area, form the county’s 17th 
municipal organization and reduce the number of people 
in unincorporated county territory to something like 60,000. 

In the coastside communities of E] Granada and Mira- 
mar, too, incorporation talk is going ahead. If and when 
these communities deside they can gain better municipal 
services by organizing along “city” lines, the total number 
of people under county jurisdiction will again be reduced. 

The biggest, most urbanized unincorporated commu- 
nity left in the county is East Palo Alto. Why? 

Several reasons, including the psychology of those who 
moved to the area in the 1910’s and 1920's, in search of “one 
acre and independence” and land developers, who realized 
they could make the maximum profit out of developing 
to a maximum land use density and that this would only 
be allowed under county zoning. 

Some might argue that East Palo Alto’s present inten- 
sive residential development was its “manifest detsiny” 
from the start. But Menlo Park as a community had 
approximately the same origins — small farms and the role 
of a service area and labor pool for large estates — before 
it incorporated in 1927. And since then, as can be seen, 
the incorporated and unincorporated communities have 
developed along markedly different lines. 

Maybe, today, it’s too late profitably to incorporate 
East Palo Alto. Maybe the residents would achieve no 
benefits therefrom. Perhaps, by being the only well-popu- 
later urban area under purely county jurisdiction, East Palo 
Alto will receive some lavish “favorite son” treatment at 
the hands of the county.

Wording Topic 
Of Talk 
In Ravenswood 


Wording of the Ravenswood 
City School District’s official 
policies will again take top spot 
on the board of trustees’ agen- 
da Monday night at the admin- 
istration building, 2160 Euclid 
Ave., East Palo Alto. 

The regular meeting of the 
board will begin at 8 p.m. 


Trustees will have before 
them the wording of pelicies 
covering a variety of topics, 
Supt. of Schools Roderic V. 
Moore. Most of these have al- 
ready been reviewed by the 
board and will be up for fi- 
nal adoption of certain chang- 
es in the language. 

Moore said he also wanted 
to present the board with pro- 
posed sections of the district 
organization and policy guide 
on the educational program 
and on safety and health. 

The meeting Monday will 
deal mainly with policy “be- 
cause we want to get this poli- 
cy guide into shape,’ Moore 
said. 

Only other matter on the 
agenda as of early this week 
was a report from board presi- 
dent Wesley Pomeroy on for- 
mation of a school boundaries 
study committee. 

At last week’s meeting, 
Pomercy said that 11 mem- 
bers of the 16-man commit- 
tee had been agreed upon 
and that discussions were 
continuing on the filling of 
the five additional chairs. 
The committee will study 
and possibly recommend 
changes in current boundar- 
ies. 

Last week’s session included 
discussion of policy wording, 
the problems involved in set- 
ting religious holidays, and 
some questions about $43,000 
which may — or may not — be- 
long to the district. 

First of all, the board decid- 
ed to try a plan proposed by 
Trustee Margaret Cochrane for 
consideration of policy state- 
ments. Mrs. Cochrane said a 
subcommittee was formed 
some time ago to review the 
policy statements first before 
presentation to the board. This 
has turned out to be too time- 
consuming, she said. 

Pomeroy said each proposed 
policy statement would be giv- 
en to the board and audience 
at a given meeting and then 
acted upon during the next 
board session. 

From the audience, Ben 
Marsh asked how long it 
would take for the overall 
policy guide to finally be 
completed and Moore answer- 
ed that it could be done in 
about two months. 

Some policies which had 
been considered previously by 
the board and received general 
approval were back before 
them for minor wording chang- 
es last week. 

These concerned textbooks 
and their adoption, home teach- 
ing and graduation require- 
ments. In each case, the board 
approved the changes which 
Moore said clarified the poli- 
cies for administrative purpos- 
es but didn’t change their in-

Menlo College has had a 
couple of bad years recently, 
but in the days before that, 
when Coach Bo Molenda’s 
charges were cleaning up 
with regularity, crowds of as 
many as 2000 were counted 
along the sidelines. 

Then there’s Stanford. The 
Big Red Machine has been hav- 
ing its ups and downs in recent 
years and this, along with the 
competition of professional 
sports, has cut into the gate 
drastically. Still, the Cardinais 
can fill all those 90,000 seats in 
their big oval on any Big Game 
day and ail season long their 
patrons enjoy one thing nobody 
else can offer: Plenty of con- 
venient parking. 

Proposals that the Stanford 
stadium be used every Satur- 
day of the season, to encourage 
people to get the habit of at- 
tending games there, have been 
made. This presumably would 
build up a body of patronage 
which would go to games as a 
regular thing, whether the “al- 
ma mater” was involved or not. 

But the stadium is felt by 
some to be “too big” for ap- 
‘ pearances of smaller local 
schools. Those 2600 enthusi- 
asts who turned out for Men- 
lo Cellege games during the 

good years would, for in- 
stance, be lost in the reach- 
es of the Stanford installa- 
tion. 

Besides, the idea of renting 
the stadium might be looked 
on by some as akin to ‘“mak- 
ing money out of college ath- 
letics.” This is not supposed to 
be done. 

The “football scandals” of a 
few years ago have left educa- 
tors sensitive and they are 
afraid to try anything that 
might make it sound as if they 
are “over-emphasizing sport” 
on their campuses. 

But to go back to where we 
started — to the professionals. 
Those 70 busloads of patrons 
who make the trek to Kezar on 
fall Sunday afternoons proba- 
bly couldn’t be wooed away 


of their favorites, even by first 
class college teams. 

Discussion with local ’49er 
efionadoes indicates that their 
main hope is that they'll be 
able to watch the players work 
out. When the San Francisco 
team stayed at Menlo, for in- 
stance, the crowds out on week- 
day afternoons were large en 
ough to attract candy butchers 
and ice cream salesmen and, in 
all probability, the patrons al- 
so would contribute a little 
change for a seat — if there 
was a place for them to sit 
down. 

When it comes to Menlo Col- 
lege, though, this has to be rul- 
ed out. Atherton doesn’t allow 
stadiums. Thus Menlo College 
fans as well as patrons of '49er 
training sessions have to look 
elsewhere for accommodations. 

Be it said in passing, more- 
over, that the pro team proba- 
bly never will return here from 
Redwood City. The city coun- 
cil there saw fit to build ac- 
commodations for the profes- 
sional players and Menlo Col- 
lege didn’t have any; moreov- 
er, Menlo is in the midst of a 
building program and is hard 
put to build enough accommo- 
dations for its own students. 

The same thing goes, of 
eourse, for Menlo- Atherton 
High School. Being in Ather- 
ton, it can’t have a stadium. 
This is reflected in turn by the 
fact that Menlo-Atherton High 
School is much less of a “foot- 
ball school” than are Sequoia 
or Palo Alto High Schools. 

Fewer people go to home 
games which either have to 
be played four miles away, 
at Sequoia, or at the bleach- 
erless turf on campus. Small- 
er interest on the part of 
their fellow students begets 
the same on the part of the 
players, it would seem. 

The proposal has been made 
—and will recurrently be made 
—that Burgess Park be devel- 
oped with bleachers and lights, 
so it can accommodate football 
as well as night baseball. 

Dennis Anderson of the Men- 
lo Recs is confident, for one, 
that he could supply the place 
with a competent semipro base- 
ball team and that he could 
schedule more games for his 
team if they had a home field 
available at night. But he can’t 
afford to buy the lights him- 
self, and has no sponsor to do 
it for him. 

Meanwhile, the city is held 
harmless by the fact that rec- 
reation leaders see only a long, 
continuous outflow of money 
over the next few years and, 
they add, if first things are 
bought first, a municipal foot-

The council will ask that the 
county establish a pedestrian 
sidewalk along this strip. 


Kenneth Martin and Jack 
Bracesco appeared before the 
council in support of plumbing 
and gas codes the same as those 
existing in Palo Alto and in 
this county and the same was 
adopted. 


The city sought a WPA grant 
of $4500 for the construction of 
curbing and lateral extension 
of the pavement of Santa Cruz 
and Valparaiso Avenues for 
about 750 feet.

Previous estimates of the 
cost of purchasing the air- ~ 
port had been around a mil- 
lion dollars, but now it devel- 
ops that it would cost better 
than $112 million. 

The initial payment would 
have to be $310,000: and the 
county treasury does not have 
this kind of cash without bor- 
rowing from some other fund. 
Even with federal aid possible 
for half or more of the total, 
the bill for local taxpayers still 
would be a big one indeed. 
Manager E. R. Stallings offered 
a purchase plan to the board 
to pay $310,000 cash and the 
balance of $1,290,000 over a 20- 
year period. 

Such an offer might or might 
not meet the demands of the 
creditors or the bankruptcy 
court. 

Most of the supervisors, as 
well as the county manager, are 
of the opinion that it would be 
to the county’s interest to save 
the airport, but the financing 
of such a large amount does 
not come easily. 

The county is committed to 
finance and operate the Palo 
Alto Airport for another six 
years — that is unless negotia- 
tions now under way can shift 
the airport to Santa Clara coun-- 
ty. 

Such a move appears to be 
in the making and Santa 
Clara county’s hopes of gain- 
ing boundary changes make 
this change more hopeful 
The meandering San Fran- 
cisquito Creek has changed 
its course and with it the 
boundary line between the 
counties. 

The airport actually is owned 
by the city of Palo Alto and we 
can see no reason why the tax- 
payers of this county should be 
burdened with any taxes to 
keep it in operation or pay for 
improvements. 

Appreximately a half million 
dollars must be spent there 
soon to keep the port in opera- 
tion. Better if Santa Clara 
county in cooperation with Pa- 
lo Alto takes it over. If we can 
trade the airport for a few 
acres of land this county appar- 
ently would not be the loser. 

There was some talk of trad- 
ing areas east of Palo Alto for 
land west of Menlo Park, but 
this drew bitter objections 
from Palo Alto and others. Su- 
pervisor Louis Chess frequent- 
ly questions the county’s posi- 
tion in operating the Palo Al- 
to airport although this step 
was taken many years ago 
when Palo Alto pulled out its 
support and practically told the 
county to take it. 

The support for county 
purchase of San Carlos Air- 
port is strong, evidenced by 
the many plane enthusiasts 
who were on hand at the 
board meeting. 

The number of firms and pri- 
vate citizens who keep planes 
at both Palo Alto and San Car- 
los has amazed county officials. 
Certainly San Carlos is the logi- 
cal place for the county to 
spend its money if it can crack 
the expensive nut. 

With San Carlos and Half 
Moon Bay, which is now get- 
ting some badly needed im- 
provements, the county would 
offer fine service to private 
planes. Most of the smaller 
planes are being shunted from 
International Airport, so we 
should have facilities else- 
where. 

The San Carlos site offers 
the best possible, and probably 
the cheapest if we consider 
what it would cost to set un an 
entirely new airport a few 
years hence. 

The board of supervisors 
has given no indication of 
what action it can or will 
take. The door was left open 
for future moves when Su- 
pervisor William Werder pro- 
posed that Manager Stallings 
attende the bankruptcy hear- 
ing and then report back to 
the board. 

As things now stand the coun- 
ty officials may have to pull 
out entirely. We hope that the 
county can wash its hands of 
the Palo Alto airport and con- 
centrate its attention on San 
Carlos and work out a long- 
range financing plan. 

Board members and more 
than one other county official 
are smiling today. Brisbane has 
voted 2 to 1 to incorporate. 

This small north county com- 
munity has given our law en- 
forcement officers, the engi- 
neer, and the board about as 
much trouble as they could 
take. Now they can fight their 
improvement and’ planning 
problems out among them- 
selves and everyone will be 
happier.

For Judge Louis Goodman 


Funeral services were held 
Sunday in San Francisco for 
Judge Louis E. Goodman, chief 
justice of the United States 
District Court in San Francis- 
co-whoe died early Friday at his 
home, 395 Selby Lane in Men- 
lo Park. 


The victim of an apparent 
heart attack, the distinguished 
jurist was stricken at his home 
at 4:10 a.m. His wife, Carolyn, 
summened Atherton 
who in turn summoned an am- 
bulance, but Judge Goodman 
was pronounced dead on arriv- 
al at Palo Alto-Stanford Hospi- 
tal. 

A native of Lemoore, Calif., 
Judge Goodman was graduat- 
ed from the University of 
California in 1913; he was a 
veteran of nearly 19 years 
on the federal bench. 


During those years, he had 
participated in many controver- 
sial decisions, ruling both for 
against the government 
and having a part in several 
other precedent-setting activi- 
ties. 

He was appointed chief judge
